writing is indispensable. - Until speed
can be reached on the typewriter equal
to that which can be obtained by ex-
pert stenographers, stenography will
take the lead as a system by which the
spoken word can be taken down exact
ly as it is uttered and muade to serve
the purpose for which it is designed.

It is such an aid in all sorts of busi-
ness transactions that we could no
more go back to the old habits than we
could go back to the stage conches
which fifty years ago conveyod our
grandfathers across the country., In
this country the number of  persons re-
eeiving instruction in shorthand from
July 1, 1880, to June 80, 1800, was 57,-
875, and of this number 23,385 were
males and 20,005 females. All these
in schools and classes,
and out of the whole number 7,928
ware instructed by mail, :

In 220 schools and classes in which
ghorthand was introduced during the
scholastic yesr ending June 850, 1801,
the number of persons taught orally
was 4,150, which with those by mail
munde n grand total of 4,708, Of thosa
taught orally 2,474 were males nnd
1,068 wers females. This s a8 near n
correct statement of statistics as DMr.
Roclkewell has been able to arrive al,
and it shows the vast extent and uso
of shorthand instruction in this coun:
try in all the departments of life.

Stenography has come to stay, and
typewriting has come to stay with it,
and the two, combined with the tele-
graph and telophone, have been great-
ly instrumental in accelerating the
progress of ideas and facilitating the
methods of business and the prodac-
tion of literature,

ABORIGINES AND COPPER.

An Interesting Discovery of Tools In the
Kowponaw Copper Mines

A peninsila called Keweenaw point,
jutting into Lake Buperior from tho
southern shote toward the northeast,
is famous us the center of a vast cop-
per mining industry. Last year the
mines produced no less than 105,686,004
pounds of refinad copper, and it is eatl-
mated that during the next year iho
production will be increased by ol
least 20 per cent,

Mr. . B3, llinsdale, who contributus
to the latest bulletin of the American
Ggographical society an article on the
snbject, has muech that is interesting
to say snhout the numerous prehistoris
mines which have been found in thia
region, says the Selentific Americon.

These onclent mines, jndging from
their extent, must have been worled
for centuries. Who the workers wore
no one can tell. They seemed to hive
known nothing of the smelting of cop-
per, for there are no traces of molten
copper.. What they sought were pieces
that could be fashioned by cold ham-
mering into useful articles and orna-
ments. They understood the use of
fire in softening the vocks to enanble
them to break away the rock from the
masses of copper. They could not
drill, but used fthe stone hammer
freely, '

More than teﬁearlondﬁ of stone ham-
mers were found in the neighborhood
of the Minnesota mine. In one place
the exenvation was nbout fifty feet
deep, and st the bottom were found
timbers forming & seaffolding, anda
large sheet of copper was discovered

theve, In another place, in one of the
old pits; wos found a mass of copper |
welghing forty-six toms. At another |
place the excavation was twenty-gix |
feet deep. |
In another opening, at the depth of |
egighteen feet; & mass of copper weigh-
ing over six tons was found, mlw:l|
ahout five feet from its nativeVwod by
ancients and secured on oaken
props.
